He told them and all other callers that 
his views on the market had not changed 
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The Horrid Vision Conjured Up in the Minds of

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and that his intention to go on a vacation 
did not mean that he had abandoned his 
position. 

There is still a large number of short 
contracts outstanding and, with these as a 
base, the bulls hope to prevent a series of 
sharp declines. , 

The whole situation is admitted to be 
very critical and, before the cotton market 
gets back to its normal condition, many 
upheavals, which may involve failures, are 
looked for. 

As soon as Sully pulled out, prices 
dropped from $5’ to $6.50 a baie, thus demon- 
strating anew that the corner, not actual 
conditions of crop, stock and trade, had 
caused the high prices. 

Sully was not disturbed 
He was not injured by it. His paper profits } 
had been converted into real money. It 
was this process of conversion. the break- 
ing of the corner which had been squeez- 
ing the last dollar out of the shorte, that 
erumbled the bull movement and, in a sec- 
ond, transformed the hilarity of the bulls 
into shrieks of fear and amazement.

VOTE OF 1900 AS A BASIS 


General State Primary Will Be Re- 
quested at Committee Meeting 
| Next Week. 


; When the Democratic state central com- 
mittee meets at the Laclede hotel next 
Monday morning, the supporters of Joseph 
W. Folk intend to go before the state or- 
ganization and make a demand for a gen- 
eral state primary, at which the voters can 
name their choice for the Democratic nom- 
ination for governor, and that the num- 
ber of delegates in the state convention 
be based on the vote for Bryan in 1900, 
instead of the vote in the off-year elec- 
tion two years ago. 

'-The purposes of the meeting of the state 
committee are set forth in a letter sent to 
all membmers Wednesday. The conven- 
tions will be called, one for the selection 
of delegates to the national Democratic 
convention, one for the selection of a can- 
didate for supreme judge, and the other 
for the nominating of other state candi- 
dates. , 

The method of nominating delegates to 
the state convention, as weil as the basis 
Se me pee ersten will be two of the chief 

ues before the committee, and it is on 
these that the Folk element will expect a 
hard battle.

Like Robin Hood, He Becomes Friend 
of Poor.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. “—An influ- 
ential Albanian Pasha at the palace, who 
has interests in a mine near Smyrna, re- 
cently secured the pardon of a brigand 
named Tchakidgi, who had terrorized the 
work people, in the hope of putting an end 
to his persecution. : 

Tchakid!. however, in view of the fate 
of his father, who had been pardoned ard 
then treacherously shot, and especially dis- 


liking the Albanians, refused the pardon, 
and, took to the hills, 
Eighty Albanians who were employed to 
hunt him down amused themselves by 
fleecing the peasants. They also gave pro- 
tection to five brigands who had carried off 
a man named Phote from the Sokia plain. 
The villagers complained to Tchakidi, 
who has a craze for righting, as he he- 
lieves, the wrongs of the poor and op- 
whether Christian or Turk. He 
thereupon appeared with eight companions 
and shot the five brigands and fifteen of 
the Albanians. 
Not satisfied with this. vengeance, he 
gave it out that he would kill every Al- 
banian he met, and, further, that he wou'd 
exact a fine of $250 from any person em- 
ploying an Albanian, besides shooting the 
man employed. 
The Albanians have, in consequence, fled 
to the towns, abandoning their sheep.

Coming down to the lighting bill boodle 
arrangement, he recited that the combine 
met and decided on $75,000 as the price for 
which they wouid pass the lighting bill. 
Subsequently. he said, he had a conversa- 
tion with Butier, which he summarized as 
follows: “Butier asked me what we wanted 
to pass the bill.

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"NO ALTERNATIVE 
TO HOME RULE 


Redmond Serves Notice on. Parlia- 
ment That Land Bill Didn’t 
Shelve Irish Question. 


LONDON, Feb. 3.—For the Irish party 
there is no such thing as an alternative 
policy to home rule.” declared John Red- 
mond, the leader of the Irish parliamentary 
party in the House of Commons today, 45 
he resumed debate on the address in reply 
to the speech from the throne. Mr. Red- 
mond proceeded to detail the various griev- 
ances éf Ireland, incidentally informing the 
libeFals that it was a delusion to suppose 
they could count on Irish support by prom- 
tsing an alternative policy to home rule. 

Because the Irish obtained a valuable act 
last year remedying some of the evils of 
past government, some persons beemed 
think that the Irish question was shelv ; 
but no concession could weaken the deman 
for self-government. .On the _ contrary, 
every concession they had_ obtained or 
might obtain would be used for the fur- 
therance of the contest for home rule. 

The Irish would rather govern themselves 
badly than be governed well by another 
nation. Mr. Redmond bitterly attacked 
the government's attitude on education in 
Ireland, describing it as ossiy absurd 
and irreparably. harmful to the youth of 
Ireland. 

She government’s course on the Irish uni- 
versity question, he added, was:a dishon- 
est evasion of an admitted duty and a 
grievance which poisoned the life of Ire- 
land and condemned her to failure in the 
struggle of nations.

TO CONSOLIDATE POSTOFFICES 


Cities May Absorb Suburban Stations 


Under New Arrangement. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—It is possible 
that most of the postoffices on Staten 


Island will be consolidated with the New 
York city postoffice. A movdément to 
this end has begun, but no action has 
yet been taken by the postoffice depart- 
ment. 

Suggestions. have been made for simi- 
lar consolidations around St. Louis, Bos* 
ton and other large offices. A factor 
which may determine the policy of th: 


is the feasability of thus doin away 
with the practice of “over sales? at 
Small offices, whose residents, to a con- 
siderable extent, work in a neighbor- 
ing large city. Under this practice, the 
postmasters of the small places, whose 
salaries are fixed according to their re- 
ceipts, -‘make héavy sales of stamps, 
which are used as postage on matter 
mailed in the neighboring city, whose 
postoffifice, therefore, gains no compen- 
sation for doing the actual work. By 
consolidating the small offices, they are 
placed in charge of a superintendent of 
stations with a fixed salary.

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WORKING STUDENTS 
ARE. BEST SCHOLARS 


Honor @oll at Columbia Now Con- 
tains Many Self-Supporting 
Students. 


Special to the Post-Disp@tch. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 3.-A remarkable pro- 
portion of the men who stood highest in 
their classroom work at Columbia Collegé 
in the past year “earned their way” either 
in whole-or part. According to a report 
made by Reuben A. Myers, secretary of the 
employment committee, eight out of 16 of 
the men who won highest general honors 
paid their tuition, board etc., either in 
whole or in part, by work. Of 131 genera! 


honor men, 46 or about 42 per cent are 
working their way through college. 

Last year only nine men were awarded 
departmental honors, and eight of them 
belonged to the self-supporting class of 
students. Out of the four prize men, three 
were workers. On the showing the men 
who have outside work to do in addition to 
their studies are far ahead of the average 


student in ability. The total student earn- 
ings at Colzmbia from Jan. 1, 1903, to Jan. 


+e, 1904, we $72,000. Of this amount $25,000 


was obtained with the aid of the committee, 
and $48,000 without. 

From the o of college last fall till 
Jan. 1, a period of three months, $14,687.13 
was earned. Private tutorin was the 
source of greatest income. he revenue 
from this alone was $9111.62. Much of the 
tutoring was done for college men who were 
backward in their studies. Technical work 
netted $284.88, clerical work resulted in $996.47 
earnings, while $4244.26 came from all sorts 
of miscellaneous work. 

Of the total amount earned graduate stu- 
dents turned in $0042, law students obtained 
$4801.16. while the undergraduates in col- 
lege got $2018 for their labor, and the stu- 
dents in the schools of applied science got 
$1071.99. The medical students, owing to 
their clinical and hospital work outside of

DIED AFTER AN ANESTHETIC 


Probable Effect His Death Will Have 
on Turf Interests, Which Were 
Very Large. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 3.—Blood poison was 
the immediate cause of the death of Will- 
lam C. Whitney, former secretary of the 
navy, who passed away Tuesday afternoon. 

A semi-official account of his last hours 
is to the effect that the toxin which pro- 
duced peritonitis following the operation for 
appendicitis gradually spread through the 
tissues of the body until it reached the 
brain cells, when there was paralysis and 


death. 
The physicians had concluded to open the 


superficial wound and examine the. area 
from which the pus was absorbed by the 
drain inserted after the operation. It was 
impossible to make this examination with- 
out putting the patient under the influ- 
ence of an enaesthetic on account of the 
great pain. Ether was administered, the 
wound was opened and the lower part was 


examined. 

While this was going on the three doc- 
tors kept the closest watch of the patient's 
pulse and heart beats. Before the exam- 
ination was concluded it was noticed that 


Mr. Whitney was sinking. The administra- 
ie of ethr was immdiatly stopped, but be- 
fore its effects could wear off he was dead.

FAILS TO IDENTIFY SLAYER 


Tells Freely What She Knows But 
Fails to Give a Hint That Is 
Useful.

, BEDFORD, Ind., Feb, 3.—From 4 po * 
yesterday afternoon until 6:30, Eva Love, 
who was the roommate of Miss Sarah 
Schafer, the murdered Latin teacher of 
the Bedford High School, was under ex- 
amination by Detective Reed, the Pinker- 
ton detective, and Simpson B. Lowe, presi- 
dent. of the school board and a member 
of the investigating committee. 

It was the strongest hope of the detec- 
tives that from Miss Love something could 
be learned that would throw light on the 
murder mystery. She fails to give the 
elightest inkling of the identity of the 


murderer. 
The examination was verbal, no notes 


being taken today. Tomorrow it will be 
resumed and a stenographer will take 


down the evidence for the use of ‘those 
carrying on the investigavion. It was at 
Miss Love's request that iwe examination 
was held. She had asked that it be fin- 
ished as soon as possible and the opinions 
in the minds of many that she was with- 
holding something that might be of value 
in, untangling the mystery was proving 
her physical undoing. 

Miss Love told of her visit to -Indian- 
apolis in June of last year, again in No- 
vember for one day and then this month, 
when she spent a week with Dr. Collop, 
being called to Seymour by a telegram 
frog. her father, announcing the murder 
of -her roommate. She explained the pur- 
pose of these visits and there was nothing 
in it to cast the least reflection on her. 

Miss Love willingly gave up all corre- 
spondence between herself and Dr. Col- 
lop and between herself and her family 
that could in any way have a béaring on 
4he purpose of the investigation. She wiil 

have Dr. Collop _send the letters 
tten by her to the doctor and subm:t 
them to the investigators. 

Her statements were such that their 
truth can be easily established, and for 
this reason, as well as the manner in which 
she conducted herself, leads the questioners 
to believe that she is: telling all she 
knows.

Strange stories In connection with his 
name have been told heretofore.

Powerful Squadron of Battleships, 
Cruisers and Guriboats Steam Out 
of Port Arthur Harbor to the Open 
Waters of the Yellow Sea Prepared 
for Hostilities. 


MOVEMENT TO GUARD 
AGAINST SUDDEN ATTACK 


The Japanese Occupy the Seoul-Fusan 
Railway, Transport Field Guns to 
the Corean Capital, and Build Bar- 
racks There for Cavalry. 


PORT ARTHUR, Feb. 3.—In response to 
Japanese war measures recently taken, 
important naval and military movements 
have been effected here. 

The Russian squadron heretorfore inside 
the harbor, consisting of the battleship 
Retvisan. the battleship Peresvit, the bat- 
tleship .Czarevitch, the cruiser Fremai- 
gechek, the battleship Orel, the cruiser 
Gmiely, and the battleship Sevastopol, have 
joined the outside fleet, consisting of the 
battleship Petropavlovsk, the battleship 
Poltave, the cruiser Diana, the cruiser 
Pallada, the cruiser Askold, the cruiser 
Variag, the torpedo gunboat Bakan and 
the cruiser Boyarirn. The last named vessel 
has just arrived here from Chemulpo, 
Corea, wtih complete Japanese charts of 
the Corean ceéast. 

In consequence of the narrow and ,dan- 
gerous entrance at low water, it took the 
warships three days to get out of. the har- 
bor. The accomplishment of this task is 
regarded as specially important, owing to 
the danger of the ships being immured by 
an accident in the channei. 

So there is a Russian war fleet of Right 
powerful battleships and eight cruisers 
and gunboats in the Yellow Sea, ready to 
meet anything that Japan may choose to 
gend against them. : 

The cruiser Djigit, the torpedo gunboat 
Gaidamak, the sloop-of-war Zabiyaka, four 
gunboats and the torpedo fidtilla remain 
inside. 

Simultaneously, ‘the Third brigade of 
Biberian rifles and. two batteries of ar- 
tillery started for an unannounced desti- 
nation from Liao-Cheng, south of Mukden 

Altogether, about nine thousand troops 
have departed, leaving 10,000 men at Port 
exclusive of the troops manning 
the fortifications. 

The arrivals of Japanese coal have been 
stopped. 

In consequence of the military authorities 
monopolizing the use of the railroad, the 
Jatter has declined to transport any more 
commercial freight. The telegraph com- 
pany declines to accept any more press or 
private messages, so they will have to be 
routed via Chefoo. 

forty-eight hours’ quarantine has been 
ormiered against Cheefoo on account of 
smallpox. 

The authorities declare the naval and 
military dispositions should be regarded as 
precautionary, not as offensive. 

Port Arthur is quiet. 


8ST. PETE URG, Feb. 3.—The Seou}- 
Fusan railroad has been occupied by ,Jap- 
afese troops, according to a dispatch from 
Viadivostock, which adds that the Japanese 
have taken field guns to Seoul for the pro- 
tection of their legation and that they are 
building barracks for the accommodation 
of cavalry. 


TOKIO, Feb. 3.—Events today indicate 
tiie prolonged tension has reached a 
climax.

Convict Charles R. Carter Given a 


Pardon by Gov. Dockery.

JPFFERSON CPTY, Mo., Feb. 3.—Gov. 
Dockery last night ‘ pardoned Charles R. 
Carter of Lawrence County from the peni- 
tentiary on the condition that Carter leave 
the state of Missouri and not return. Car- 
ter received his pardon at the penitentiary 


this morning, and took the noon train for 
Oregon, wane he will make his future 
home. 
While Carter has a noted criminal record 
as a murderer and jail breaker, yet extenu- 
ating circumstances have favored him. In 
May, 1887, he was convicted of murder by 
the wrence County circuit court and sen- 
tenced to hang. He appealed to the su- 
preme court. Pendin the appeal he broke 
jail and went to the Klondike region. His 
appeal was. then dismissed. He r ned 
a fugitive from justice until Feb. 15, 1893, 
he was recaptured-in Oregon and brought 
back to judgment. He was then resen- 
tenced to hang om July 13 of that year. He 
was jointly indicted with a man named 
Kelton for killing Robert Crocket; in the 
meantime Kelton was tried and acquitted 
of the charge. With this acquittal camé 
some doubt as to Carter’s guilt, and Gov. 
Stone, three days before the date set for 
Carter’s execution, commut the death 
sentence to 2 years’ imprisonment. Carter 
has served 10% years the sentence. In 
the face of the doubt as to Carter's guilt, 
Gov. Dockery feels that the ends of justice 
have been met and pardoned Carter on con- 
dition that he leave the state.

The improvement of Lindell boulevard, which would have 
provided another outlet west, has been delayed by the House, 
and even if’work commenced immediately cannot be completed 
before midsummer. 

Chouteau avenue will not be completed owing to the ad- 
verse tax decisions. Laclede avenue improvement is now in 
the hands of a House committee. The tax decision also affects 
Forest Park boulevard. 

These facts, brought out in the statement of municipal con- 
ditions in the Sunday Post-Dispatch, are not agreeable to con- 
template.
